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INSTRUCTIONS. 

••  Prepare  the  land  set  apart  for  the  trees  by  thorough  plowing  and  harrowing. 

I'lant  where  tin.' trees  will  In-  fully  exposed  to  the  North  and  West  winds.  This  will  retard  the  budding 
out.  and  lessen  the  danirer  in  the  oft  recurring  Spring  frosts. 

N(  ver  plant  in  low.  marshy,  or  swampy  land 

For  standard  ami  medium  trunk  tree*,  make  hole  :5x.'5  feet.  1  fool  deep,  lo  to -J!)  feel  apart.  Km-  dwarf 
tree-,  set  in  trench.  •".  feet  wide,  '  foot  deep.      Plant  1  fool  distance  in  hed.'e  row. 

Uclbre  planting,  examine  the  roots  closely:  when  bruised  or  otherwise  damaged  they  should  he  cut  oil 
with  a  rdiarp  instrument,  leaving  only  the  sound  part. 

Carefully   spread    tin-   root-   in  the    hole,  cov.-r   with    three   inclcs  of  well    pulverized    earth    firmly  parked 

i.  then  till  up  with  yard     unt  hnrii-i/ni-il    manure.      Never  let  the  manure  come  in  contacl  with  the  roots. 

Puddling  the  root-  of  the  live-  before  planting  we  would  urgently  recommend.  It  will  insure  the  life  and 
growth  of  many  In  es  that  otherwise  would  shrivel  up  and  die.  The  |  <  i  i  <  I  <  1 1  i  1 1  -  consists  in  dipping  the  root-  in 
a  mixture  of  earth  and  water  of  the  consistency  of  thin  mortar. 

The  puddle  should  be  made  of  earl  1 1  mixed  with  barnyard  manure,  or  other  fertilizer.     Stir  until  the  roots
